Foarful losses were suffered by the
Turks In lant week's bhattles on Gallipoll
peninsula, a correspondent of the Dally
Chronlcle estimatling the Ottoman casual-
tion at 000 killed ang between 14,000 and
15000 wounded, The correspondent de-
clares that the Allles' victory marks n
definite stage In the Initial work of throw-
Ing forder around Achl Baba, which may
now without axaggeration de described an
one of the strongest fortremser in tha
world. The Allion had been resting in
comparative tranquillity and the Turks,
therefore, evidently were persuaded that
they were experiencing a shortage of am-
munition. This bellef apparently cons
vinced the Turks of the excellent oppor-
tunity to drive the invaders into the sen.
They made seven acparate panaults, but
In sach cass were thrown back.
Dispatchen recelved from Lemnos to-
dny glve further detalls of the battle,
They state that the f{ury of the Turks'
attacks did not diminish until they had
bren completely defeated.

AUSTRIAN AVIATORS
SHELL DOGES’ PALACE
IN RAID UPON VENICE

Bombs Dropped Near His-
torie Building in Fourth
Attack on Italian City
Since Beginning of the
War.

MILAN, July 1

Auntrian aviators dropped bombs near
the famous Palace of the Doges, Sunday,
in the fourth alr rafd on Venles pginte
the beginning of the Austro-Itallan war.

Thres women
and children weres allghtly Injured when
bomba wrecked two dwellings.

UDINE, Italy, July 18

According to raports from the front,
the Aumtrians are making deaperate ef-
forts to penetrate Italy through the
Carnle Alps, They are relying chiefly
upon night attacks, which eso far in-
varlably have falled. The Itallans Have
raported by redoubling their efforts
against all the forty protecting the
Pusterin Valley along the River Drave,
as with tha occupation of Innischen or
Toblsch on that river and on the rall-
way line, Trent could be resupplled only
thraugh Innsbruck.

After having bombarded Platzwlefe and
the newly terraced Fort Landro, the most
important of the aystem of fortifications
cloging the great Alemagna rond, leading
to Austrin, the Itallans are now giving
thelr attention to the forts forming the
finnk protaction of that highway.
